", Tho'Investigations of Allen _ Kelly in 
the national parks are detailed in the re- 
port and ehow the efficiency '.of the pro- 
lotion ol troops of rivalry .that have been 
patrolling th'e parks. 


The report seta forth that in the Yo- 


eemite there ate many Bottlers and hold- 
era of claims aggregating tJO,C03 acres, 
which they had patented before congress 
reserved it aa a park. The report advo- 
cates the passage by the United Btatee 
senate of the bill prepared by a commit- 
tee of the American Forestry congress, 
known as the Paddock bill. 


The report further urges the with- 


drawal from sale by tho government of 
all timber lands, particularly those on 
the Sierras, in order to protect the great 
water aheus in the interests of irriga- 
tion. 
It calls attention to the destruction of 


sequoia groves by lumber opera tore, and 
suggests that the government should 
purchase the great Oalaveraa and Tuol- 
umne groves, which are owned by pri- 
vate parties. It nleo advocates a system 
of forest police, to prevent flrea, and will 
present a bill for their appointment to 
the legislature.

Bays that T. D. Cone of Chicago, who is 
connected with the Stanford and Crabb 
agencies at that place, has been a visitor 
to San Francisco and several other coast 
points during the past fortnight. He naya 
that both the Stanford brandies and 
the Crabb wines are finding a steadily 
increasing sale, and he ia very hopeful 
over the situation. Daring the past few 
months many hoaeea and 
producers 


have gone into the Chicago market, and 
Mr. Coae Bays that all finch are wel- 
comed by the trade already there provid- 
ed they hold aj. the standard of their 
goode. One barrel or case of good wine 
always brinna back a customer, and the 
Chicago market ia one of ih« best tbat 
the trade has. Mr. Gone hopes that it 
will cot be mined an has been the case 
with some other marketa. 


While here Mr. Cone paid much at- 


tention to (he subject of grape syrup and 
concentrated roust, visiting F. Albert?, at 
CJovcrd»1e and th« American Concen- 
trated Must company at Geyaervjlle. It 
will be remembered that Mr. Cone eet 
up'a (rape ayrup machine in California 
noWettlae yean ago., It WAS plan red by 
thw VarJin Machine company of Toledo, 
O., the corporation which baildo all tho , 


vacuum condeneen in the large eu 
houBOfl o! the eaat and aouth. 


Mr. Cone's old machine Is at Vion at 


present, bat he etatee that great im- 
provementB bave been made on U and 
tbat must can be concentrated from. 22 
or 24 per cent ot Bugar to 05 per cent 
with great rapidity in one operation, 
Tbe product IB a clean oyrup flowing like 
honey, and Mr. Cone has hlmeell cold it 
for (1.50 per gallon in Chicago. Of 
couroe the muat must Iw neutralized bt- 
foro concentration in case the ay nip iB 
wanted for table use. If this ia not done 
tbo acid will be concentrated in the enine 
ratio aa the must, and becomes unpleas- 
ant. 


A Yaryan apparatus will probably he 


eel up in Fresno next year, if the grape 
growers here will take a hold of tho mat- 
ter. Mr. Cone says that ho has experi- 
mented with many varieties of grapes 
and tbat the Muscat syrup ia the best of 
all. 


It would seem that a portion at least of 


Fresno's laree yield of second crop Mus- 
cats may by this means Sod a more prof 
itable nee than is at present found in 
making them into second quality raiaii 
or taming them into grape brandy. 


S KNO %T WHO PAYS IT 


That every duty levied on an imported 


article ia added to the price paid for that 
article by the American consumer ie one 
of those absurd free trade propostions re* 
HgiouBly believed by the orthodox "re- 
former." And yet nothing is more un- 
true, as can readily be seen by consult- 
ing the opinion of any foreign manufac- 
turer producing for export a commodity 
o i which the United States levies a pro- 
tecting duty. Evidently if the burden 
of the duty falls entirely upon the domes- 
tic consumer, the foreign manufacturer, 
aside from any philantnropical interett 
he may feel in the tax-ridden people of 
this country, will care very little whether 
we have a tariff here or not. But, 
Btranue to say, he doe£ care — care eo 
touch, in fact, that he IB willing to con- 
tribute any reasonable amount in order 
to secure the success of the party com- 
mitted to hie interests. And tbe reason 
is not far to eeek. As the Manchester, 
England, Courier puts it, speaking of the 
protective tariffs ailoped during the pasl 
few years by the UniUd States, France, 
and otber countries : 


We were etill ah!c to do a )arfr<> trade 


in Bpite of thum (the duties). Yes, by 
sacrificing price in proportion to tbe in- 
creases of tlie tariffs. 
British labor has 


to pay for the nse of every foreign mar- 
ket it invades, and to contribute to the 
revenue of every foreign elate which is 
its customer, as well as to maintain its 
own. 


Now then, here we have a plain, un- 


equivocal glatement from a great English 
journal that the British must themselvei 
pay the duties for the sake of entering 
our market. What the freo traders will 
lay after this confession from their own 
friends we do not know. Probably, trith 
those methods characteristic of them, 
they will now turn about and say that it 
ia wrong, "in conflict with the spirit of 
tbe age," etc., to make the poor foreign- 
ers do this. 


Of couree, tbat is nil nocsenee, ns it ie 


the business of every nation to care for 
the welfare ol Its own citizen?.1 But it is 
the only answer they make if they ad- 
mit tlie truth of the foreigners' opinion 
of the tariff.

Innocence. Aa to the killing we have 
done, it si-tuns to me It hae been • pretty 
good riddance (or the country of the go- 
called 'bad man.' Take Omiar Bsaver. 
He killed 'Sheepman Gripe' near la- 
muore iu void blood, and another time 
lie shot a fellow In the Laurel Palace sa- 
loon In San Francisco. As for Andy 
McGltmls, he shot a young negro lad 
who was sleeping In a box oar at Mo- 
desto and waa concerned in the white* 
cap business there. I never kept track 
of Vic Wilson's graveyard, bnl every- 
body always know tbat he was terribly 
dangerous. 


"So far as the question o! train robbery 


is concerned, we are entirely innocent, 
while, as I said before, the killings wo 
have committed have been purely in self 
defense. We have plecty ol provisions 
now, 
a flrst-rate fortress, and we are 


ready to defy any ol the posses that may 
come our way. 
There ie not a bit ol defiance in either 


Evans or Sontag. 
They are cool, deter- 


mined men. 
When I described tbe 


espionage to which Mrs. Evans bad been 
subjected at Visalia, Evans ground Ins 
teeth with rage, just as the old Berssrk- 
ers of Iceland did a thousand yearfl ago. 
tie exclaimed at one print: 


"I would to Heaven I could see Detec- 


tive Smith, Warren Hill, John Broder, 
Detective Thacker and the three Apache 
Indian trailers in one bunch. I wouldn t 
leave one ol them alive. 
They deserved 


to be born dead," 


Against Smith their enmity is extreme. 


Evans explained that their contempt and 
desire lor vengeance would not bo nearly 
so great il Smith bad stood up to them 
like a roan. 


Another cause oi distress to them was 


the treatment Clark Moore has received 
throughout tho entire affair. Evans as- 
sured me that during the whole episode 
he had never received one iota oi assist- 
ance Iroui Clark Moore. 


"On 'the contrary," said Evans, 
it 


was at hia earnest appeal that the lives 
of a dozen men were saved. 
We met 


accidentally in a pathway at Pine Ridge 
cue night and were ready to commit 
general havoc in the midst oi a stupid

implored ua not to kill anyone unless we 
were first attacked, and through his in- 
tercession we spared their lives."
